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Commissioners’ Report. 


To the Citizens of Belknap County: 


In compliance with the requirements of the laws of New 
Hampshire, your Commissioners herewith submit the re- 
port of their financial transactions for the year ending 
December 31, 1914, and a statement of the financial con- 
dition of the county at the end of the year, together with 
the reports of the other county officers required by law. 
Attention is called to these reports for detailed informa- 
tion regarding the work done in different departments of 
the county’s business. 

The almshouse and house of correction have continued 
under the management of Mr. and Mrs. Alfred P. Batchel- 
der, who assumed the positions of superintendent and 
matron, January I, 1913. ‘They have spared no pains in 
making the lives of those in the almshouse comfortable 
while those committed to the house of correction have been 
kept at work. 

Their services have been secured for the coming year, in 
which the county is very fortunate. 

The crops have been larger than those of last year; the 
large corn yield being nearly double, necessitating the build- 
ing of another silo, which will supply the farm with the re- 
quired amount of ensilage. 

The demonstration grass plots, fertilized under the direc- 
tion of Prof. F. W. Taylor of New Hampshire State Col- 
lege, gave good results; there were six equal sized plots. 
The one top dressed with nitrate of soda gave the largest 
yield; as the same material is to be used on the same plots 
for three years, there is not much information to publish at 
this time, with the exception that one of the plots, receiving

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no fertilizer, yielded at the rate of 1700 pounds less of hay 
per acre, than the one receiving the nitrate of soda. 

There are nine refunding bonds outstanding, due Jan. Ist, 
1915; the money is in the hands of the treasurer to meet 
them, with the exception of $3,043.70 on deposit in Mere- 
dith Village Savings Bank. The municipal bonds, formerly 
in the sinking fund, have been turned over to the treasurer 
and sold, the proceeds to be used in redeeming the outstand- 
ing bonds at date of maturity. 

All the improvements authorized by the last delegation, 
have been completed with the exception of the water tank, 
the appropriation for that purpose having been used for 
building the new silo, which was a necessity. 

The upper floor of the court house, including the court 
room and stairway, has been thoroughly renovated. ‘The 
arrangement of the jury seats has never given satisfaction, 
and they have been moved nearer to the witness stand; 
brass foot rods have been erected, a panel back built and a 
new radiator placed in the rear of the seats, also a new cork 
floor matting has been laid. 

On account of the general business depression and the 
consequent inability of many to obtain work, the calls for 
aid have been more numerous than for several years. 

The assistance rendered the transient poor, meaning those 
who, ordinarily are able to care for their families comfort- 
ably, has been 60 per cent more than that of last year, while 
the number of week’s board furnished at the county farm 
has increased 16 per cent. Notwithstanding the increased 
amount of aid rendered, the county being out of debt, your

commissioners believe that a reduced appropriation would . 


meet the running expenses for the coming two years. 

Since a recent attack by a desperate prisoner with con- 
fessed murderous intent on the life of the jailer, there has 
been a strong feeling that such a thing should be made im- 
possible by building tool-proof cell work, which will remove 

eG 
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any need of the jailer coming in close contact with the pris- 
oners, and making escape from jail practically impossible. 
If the present delegation should vote to make the jail im- 
provements, the appropriation will probably have to remain 
as formerly. 

We wish to express our sincere thanks to Mr. and Mrs. 
Batchelder, who have been untiring in their efforts to make 
the lives of the inmates comfortable; and in performing all 
other duties incumbent on them as superintendent and mat- 
ron respectively. Also to the chaplain, Rev. George L. 
Thompson, for his kindly helpfulness, both at the farm and 
outside, and to Mr. and Mrs. J. F. Weeks, who so cheer- 
fully gave their assistance in making Christmas day of 1914, 
a merry Christmas for the inmates. We also wish to ex- 
press our thanks to the different county, city and town of- 
ficials for their co-operation, and to all other citizens who 
have aided us in our work of the past year.

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Chaplain’s Report. 


To the Commissioners of Belknap County: 


Gentlemen : — The spiritual and moral welfare of the 
people who are in the County Institutions is a matter of 
importance. This year, as in years past, I have gone on the 
assumption that no matter how poor, unfortunate or defic- 
lent the inmates may be, they are entitled to our attention 
and care from the religious standpoint. 

There is a misconception on the part of many as to the 
nature of the work done here for the religious life of the 
farm people, I have preached regularly once a month, and 

while avoiding abstract and difficult subjects, I have given 
_ these people the same sermons which I have given in my 

church and have found a real appreciation. In fact, it may 
be said that asermon which gains the attention and inter. 
est of the inmates of your institution will do the same to 
any audience. 

While many of the people who attend the services from 
month to month are permanent residents of the farm, there 
are always some who will leave the institution in time and 
mingle with other people. This is particularly true of the 
House of Correction men. It is for this reason that my 
aim has been to give words, which will encourage, cheer 
and help my hearers. 

While we have had music every Sunday, it would be a 
fine thing if some of the numerous singers of Laconia, or 
other towns in the county would volunteer their services 
and help these people. This would involve a little Jabor 
and trouble. It would not bring any pecuniary reward, but 
it would seem that there ought to be enough vital Chris- 
tianity in Belknap County to occasionally bring forth an 
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effort on the part of those who have talent without the 
incentive of a money reward. 

We need a piano. It is not essential that it be an instru- 
ment of the latest style and make, but a serviceable, good 
toned piano, 

Our Christmas tree was a pronounced success this 
year, with a larger number of presents than usual. These 
presents are the contributions of the general public and 
there is always an opportunity here for an expression of 
generosity and good will to the unfortunate. 

There have been a number of children who are tem: ~ 
porarily inmates of the institution for various reasons. The 
chaplain has been able to assist in getting some of these 
into good homes. The fact that a child is an inmate of the 
county farm for a time does not necessarily mean that it is 
a pauper, or that its parents are paupers or degenerates. 
Death, misfortune, in fact, many circumstances, may con~ - 
tribute to place a child here who is deserving of a good 
home, and who, no doubt, may be a good citizen in years 
to come. 

It may not be out of place in this report to say that there 
are many people in the county who have suffered from 
hunger, cold and want of care, because they have dreaded 
going to the County Farm. Many of these people would 
be better cared for and better treated in this institution 
than in their own home. 

The monotony and routine of institutional life cannot 
be wholly avoided in such a place as this, but a wholesome 
interest on the part of those outside can do much to cheer 
and help the unfortunate. 

I know of nothing to criticize and much to commend in 
the work of the superintendent and his wife.

In addition to the cases which I have listed above. 
were quite a few appeals from the District Court of Tilton, 
and I have had them marked not to go forward for the 
reason that there was little if any merit in them, not suf- 
ficient merit to warrant the expense which they would 
eause the county and further because of the fact that the 
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same parties have brought civil proceedings in Merrimack 
County which are pending and which involve the same acts 
complained of in the appeals. 

Our jail at Laconia is in very bad condition and is not 
adequate or in any way suitable for the prisoners that we 
are obliged to confine. I understand that appropriations 
will be asked for, to remedy this. It is my opinion that a 
cage of steel could be placed about the cells and this, to- 
gether with modern locks, would suffice for many years 
and beless expensive than a new jail, 

I would like to see the time when the prisoners 
committed to our jail between terms of court and those 
sentenced to jail would have an opportunity to work at 
some gainful occupation. It seems too bad for men who 
are unfortunate enough to be confined in jail to be obliged 
tosit there day in and day out without having any chance 
to improve their time. 

I have noticed that one Solicitor has advocated and sug- 
gested the plan of issuing subpoenas for any witnesses 
who will testify before the Grand Juryin behalf of the 
accused. This idea is novel in our practice and it seems to 
me will open the doors to fraud and abuse unless guarded 
closely by the solicitor. The solicitor must of necessity 
be the judge of the strength of the case. Grand Jury pro- 
ceedings are secret and it has been decided in several 
cases that the accused has no right to be heard in person 
or by witnesses. (United States v. Palmer, 2 Cranch. C. 
C. (U.S.) II.) and other cases. 

I am looking forward to the time when we shall have a 
system of State Police, which in my judgement will better 
protect property owners and facilitate the capture of 
criminals. 

I am glad to report that no action has been brought 
against the county since I have been solicitor.

and the payrolls and orders drawn and approved by the 
court; that said treasurer had on hand at the end of said 
six months the sum of $15,650.20; that the superintendent 
of the county farm had in his hands a balance of $102.62, 
he showing receipts from the treasurer for other money 
collected by him. ‘The commissioners have filed with us 
a sworn statement of the indebtedness of the county out-
